OUT-DOO- R SCHOOLS.
The National Tuberculosis associa

tion has arrived at the conclusion
that, at the very least, 7,500,000 Is
exoended yearly, by the old school
system, on children that are carried
off by consumption before their
eighteenth year. It is to stop that
waste of life and money, as well as to
prevent contagion that the out-do- or

or "open-air- " school has been brought
to this country from Germany, ac-

cording to Edwin BJorkman in the
December "Van Norden Magazine,

Providence, Rhode Island, which
established the first special school for
deficient or "backward" children In
this country, was also the first city to
test and prove the value of the open-a- ir

school. Two women physicians.
Dr. Ellen A. Stone and Dr. Mary S.
Packard, took the Initiative, and they
gained without difficulty the approv-
al and active of the
school and health authorities of the
city, as well as the full support of the
Providence League for the Suppres-
sion of Tuberculosis. That first school
was opened two years ago. Boston
came next, less than a year ago, and
was followed by New York, Chicago,
Pittsburg, Brookline, Massachusetts;
Hartford, Connecticut, and Asheville,
North Carolina, Charlestown, Massa-
chusetts, was the first city known to
have a special "open-ai- r class" for
the delicate children in one of its
schools. At present Baltimore; Col-
umbus, Ohio; Dallas, Texas; Phila-
delphia, and Detroit are preparing
for open-a- ir schools, while Boston is
planning to enlarge the one- it has,
and Chicago is talking of adding
three new ones to the one already in
use.

"LEADING CITIZENS" AND LAW.
"All will be able to pay the fines

without embarrassment."
Such is the concluding sentence of a

ecent news dispatch from Portland,
Oregon, " telling of the punishment
rr.eted ont to fifteen of the "leading
citizens" of Umatilla county in that
rtate, who had pleaded guilty, "tech-
nically," to having defrauded the gov-
ernment of part of the public domain.
Each of these criminals got off with
a fine, one of which was as large as
; 10,000. Each of them, also, will be
able to pay his fine without embarrass
ment, and. In all probability, they left
the court room rejoicing. ...

Perhaps this particular bit of on

of "Justice" will have some-
thing of a moral effect in restraining
others who might be disposed' to deal
lightly with the land laws of the coun-
try. But this effect would have been
greater had a few Jail sentences been
handed out. The fact that all of the
men in this case were able to get
ut of their trouble by handing over

to the court junu of money, the loss
oi which they did not feel in the
"lightest, demonstrates conclusively
that their punishment was not what ltJ
should have been.

It also points out the inadequacy of
many of the federal laws which Im-
pose nothing more severe in the way
ct punishment than fines, when Jail
t r prison sentences are deserved and
which would come nearer filling the
I Ilk Some of the laws In question
leave it with the discretion of the
court as to whether a fine or a Jail
sentence shall be imposed. In these
Instances it is too frequently the case
that Judges, when they get "leading
citizens" before them, are no more
revere than to Impose fines which the
